Remarks on Mr. Osborne's Revolution

R. Oſborne, ſays this Writer, 
in raifing a-Rock to ſet the 


Revolution upon, as he terms it, 
(See p. 13. E.) has quite confounded 
all Notions of Government. 

The Rebellion in 1641 was found- 


F ed on the Pretence of Liberty, of 


oppoſing Bigotry and Slavery; but 
I] believe there were never greater 
Slaves or Bigots than the turious 
Champions for Liberty of thoſe 
Times; nor did our moſt arbitrary 
Monarchs ſhew ſuch flagrant Acts of 
and Opprefſion, as were” 
ſeen under Crome!/s Uſurpation. 

The Noiſe of Bigotry and Slavery 
ends in nothing more than that one 
Man will not be a Bigot or Slave to 
another, 
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another, but rather to his own Party 
or Opinion. The only eſtabliſh'd, 
unalterable Rule we can h:ve in our 
Conſtitution, is to preſerve the Equi- 
Iibriam in the ſeveral Parts of the 
"Legiſſature, and not thro' a blind 
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Nothing is more abſurd than the 
minifterial Writers recurring to the 
Law of Nature; which is of itſelf 


only but a very uncertain and dange- 


vous Director in Matters of Govern- 
ment. It is very fit indeed to ſup- 
port Mr. O/ſborne's Grazing Doctrine, 
Gee p. 12. G.) but it does not diſtin. 
guiſh Mazims of Liberty neceſſary 
to be obſerv'd in particular Nations. 
But were it alone ſufficient for our 
Preſervation, it may often prove a 
Remedy worſe than the Diſeaſe, be- 
cauſe it leaves the Power of Judging 
indefinitely in the Muliitude; and 
whether a King breaks ahe Laws, or 
the People, by any Artifice, are 
brought to think he does, the Cale 
is the fame. This Law ſhews no 
Diſtinction of the Temper, Genius, 
or Inclinations of the People, and 
mult ſubjeR the whole World to one 
Rule of Government. | 

The Wiidom of our Anceſtors 
thought this general Law of Nature 
Inſaſicient-to preſerve their Liberties 


and the publick Repoſe, (both which E 


all honeſt Men will endeavour equal ly 


ttt maintain) they have therefore 


_ aided us with poſitive human Laws, 
and have contended for Limitations ; 
tho“ they have been ſeldom obtain'd 
without Force, but from mild and 
virtuous Princes. From hence ariſes 
what we call the Canſfitution, from 
known, certain and poſitive Laws, 
and the general Uſage and Cuſtom, 
which confirm, but do not deltroy 

what is called the original Compact 
of Government. 


. Theſe Limitations are the Teſt and G 
Rule to diſtinguiſh a good Prince from 


a bad one; they eſtabliſh the known

that Company may not furaiſh us 
with ſome Inttances of the ſame Na- 
ture.

Sufficient Reaſons may be drawn, from the 
preſent Diſpoſition of Affairs. in that King- 
dom, as well as thoſe of uin, to increa.e 
our Naval Force, but none, in our Opinion, 
for maintaining ſuch an Army at Land. The 
preſent Royal Family is now (God be p aiſed!) 
firmly ſeated en the Throne, and nothing can 
ſhake it, but an Adminifrration which thall 
ventme to depart from the Principles on which 
the Act cf Settlement was founded. That 
Settlement was founded on Liberty, and, by 
the Nature of Things, muſt be cozval with 


Liberty. 

3. Becauſe it has hitherto been thought the 
Happinets cf our Situation, as an Iſland, that 
we have nct had the ſame Occa ſion for a Num- 
ber of Troops, to defend us, as thoſe on the 
Contineat. To prevent the Inroads of their 
Neighbours, they have been oblig'd to keep up 
Standing Armies, which have generally been 
the Cauſe cf the Loß of their Liberties, and 
always proved the fure Means cf fixing their 
Chains upon them. 

4. Becauſe we are fully convinced, that his 
Majeſty will reign the more firmly in the 
Hearts of all bis Pe:ple, the more he places 
his Confidence in them; and we conceive it to 
be an Indignity to him, to ſuggeſt, that he 
cannot now be ſecure on the Throne, without 
the Aſſiſtance of a greater ſtanding Force, 
than even his Royal Father was contented 
with, in the Time of leſs Tranquillity. Al- 
tho it ſeemꝰ d to be the Tendency of fome Ar- 
guments uſed againſt the Queſticn, yet we can 
never be brought to believe, that this Nation 
is in Danger of being over-run by any foreign 
Force. Our Apprehenſions are, that it can

1. Becauſe this Tax hath been found, by 
long Experience, to be muſt grievous to the 
Subject; tor which Reaſon the Parliament, 
upon the Recommendation of his Majeſty 
from the Throne, choſe to repeal this, as the 
moſt opprefſive Part of the Sinking Fund, 
for the Eaſe and Relief of the Subject. It 
may therefore ſeem very extra rdinary, that in 
ſo ſhort a Time, before the People have re- 
ceived much Benefit from it, in a Time cf 
Peace, and without any Neceſſity (that appears 
to us) and when the Supply might be raiſed 
with leſs Charge and Inconycnience within the 
Year, we ſhould have Recourice to a Tax too 
odi us and cppreſſhve to be continued, even fur 
the P»yment of the National Debt.

Arm : But where the pure Chriftian Religion is 
taught, this muſt be abborr'd and avoided ;

Before the Reformation, Knowledge was 
ſhamefully ſuppreG'd among us; and when it 
was carrying on, the Legiſlature found n better 
Way, than to encourage Letters: It was there- 
fore they remitted the Pains of Felony to tlioſe 
who could write and read as Clerks ; fince the 
only Way to reform the Church, was to make 
Men as knowing as the Clergy. 

Our preſent moſt excellent Adminiftration 
defire no better Support than Knowledge and 
good Senſe ; and Multitudes honour and reſpect 
them, and are their Friends, for their Tender 
neſs to Liberty} We remember what were 
the Meaſures of former Reigns, how the Li- 
berty or the Prefs was abeliſh d, and that of the 
Subject pended ; how Juries were corrupted, 
or awd, and Judges made mere Inſtruments 
of Power: But it to our glorious Re 
and vindictive Parliaments that we owe our 
preſent Happineſs ; that the Publick is equally 
adminiſter d, and Power fairly divided. Let 
us then unite in the common Cauſe againft all 
the Friends of Oppreſſion and Ignorance, fo 
ſhall we find our Struggles ſucceg ful. The 
Truth is great, and will prevail. A

TYLUS was an Inſtrument, ſharp 
at one End and broad at the 
other, uſed to write CharaQters in 
waxen Table Books, or to cancel 


what was written. From the In- C 


ſtrument the Signification was tranſ- 
ferred to the Act of Writing; and 
was likewiſe appropriated to Com- 
poſing : And becauſe a judicious 
Author ſhould correct as well as 
write, Quintilian preſcribes the Uſe 


two Parts, Purity and Ornament ; 
which ſeems to his Senſe, who 
preſcribes, Ut Verba ſint latina, aperta, 
ornata : Latina, that they do not 
break the Laws of receiv'd Grammar: 
Aperta, by Propriety and Uſe: Or- 
nata, with Tropes and Figures. 


But if this be all, we cannot rightly 


call Elocution, Style. The judicious 
Placing of Words and Figures 1s allo 
neceſſary. Hence the beſt Maſters 
recommend Elegance, Compoſition and 
Dignity. Under the firſt is under- 
flood the Latiniſm of the Romans, 
Helleniſm of the Greeks, and Tuſca- 
ni/m of the 7ta/ians, &c. according 
to the Language. Compoſition expreſſes 
the good Placing of Words and Peri- 
ods ; and Dignity, the Ornament 
which the Writing receives from 
Figures. 

In fine, a Diſcourſe ſhould be clear 
and perſpicuous, which is chiefly de- 
rived from the Propriety of it ; but 
Diſcretion muſt preicribe a Meaſure, 
that it be not low and grovelling.

uncertain ourſelves ! 

If we impoſe on others, we in- 
vade their perſonal Property, and de- 
prive them at-once of lawful Happi- 
neſs, in proportion to their Loſs of 
natural Liberty ; and farther, we be- 
come directly engag'd for the Fitneſs 
and Juſtneſs of our Impoſitions, are 
abſolutely to anſwer for any Errors, 
and the moral Wrong we determine 
multiplies in Proportion to the Num- 
bers impoſed on. 
much more Pretenſion to impoſe on 
ourſelves than others, we ſhall find 
it nevertheleſs wrong. If we have 
any Claim to the good Powers of 
Reaſon given us, we mult neceſſarily 
hold them on the Conditions of the

Liberty and Property. 


IBERTY and Property ave not only 

joined in common Diſcourſe, but are in 
their own Natures fo nearly ally d, that 
we cannot be faid to poſſeis the one, without 
the Enjay ment of the other; and yet there is 
this Diſtinction to be mage between them: All 
Men in their natural and primitive State, bad 
an equal Right to Poſſyfions ; but when Man- 
kind were increaſ:d, and formed into civil 
Communities, and the whole Mais of Proper - 
ty became uncqually divided amongſt them, 
according to every one's Induſtry and Merit, 
they made Laws unanimouſly tor ſecuring each 
other in their reſpective Acquiſitions, Hence 
it came about, that all Men bave a Right to 
whatever Property they can acquire by the Laws 
of a free Country; and the Principle on which 
_=_ is founded, is the common Cod of Man- 

ind. 

But Liberty, the Sonrce and Pillar d all 
true Property, cannat be preſerved in Society, 
while the Members poſſes it unzgqually. It 
can no Ways exiſt but in its original and native 
Capacity. All Men are equally entitled to it. 
He who aſſumes more than his jaft Shere of 
Liberty, becomes a Tyrant in Proportion to 
what he aſſumes; and be who hoſes it, be- 
mes ſo many Drgrees a Slave.

made the 29th paſt. The 3oth an 
Action happened between the King's 
Army and that of the Mors, conſiſt- 
ing of 22000 Men, in which the 
latter were totally routed. The 
Spaniards had 150 of their Men 
wounded and thirty killed, amongſt 
whom were five Officers. The iſt 
Inſtant (or as others Advices ſay, the 
2d) the Spani/5 Troops enter'd Oran 
and took Poſſem̃on of it, and of the 
Fort of Magalguivir; ſo that in three 
ays the Deſcent was made, the 
Enemies beaten, and the City of 
Oran with its Caſtles taken, The 
Army of the Jnjdels was to be rein- 
forc'd with 10,000 Moors, and 6009 
Turks, who were coming from Algier; 
but upon the News of the Defeat of 
the firſt, they turn'd about, and made 
the beſt of their Way home. The 
Number of the Slain on the Part of 
the Enemy is not yet known. Our 
Loſs is ſaid to be inconſiderable: But 
we have Reaſon to believe the King 
has loſt a great many Men, the Moors 
fghting very deſperately for near fix 
Hours; and had they been equal with 
us in their Diſcipline, as chey had the 
Advantage of the Ground,. by all we 
can learn, the Victory would have 
been very uncertain. Eighty Pieces 
of Braſs Cannon, 50 of Iron, and 
12 Field Pieces, c. were found 
in the Ciry and Caſtles of Oran, be- 


ſides a proCigious Store of Ammuni- 


tion of War; Grain in abundance, a 
great Number of Sheep, Oxen and 
Fowls, with a conſiderable Quantity 
of Wool; the City and Caſtles having 
been provided for three Months. 


From Hanover: That on the 12th 
Prince George of Heſſe arriv'd there, 
and the next Day waited on his Bri- 
tannick Majeſty at Herenhauſen ; 23 
did Prince Na/az Siegen about the 
ſame Time ; and Count Lenard, who 
was ſent on the Part of his Mafter, 
the King of Poland, to compliment 


his Majeſty upon his Arriva] in 'his 
German Dominions. About the ſame 
Time the King finiſhed the particu- 
lar Review of the Troops encamped 
near Harder, and ſeem'd to be much 
pleas'd therewith. The Baron az 
Beveren, great Marſhal -of the Pala- 
tine Court, arriv'd on the 20th. and 
waited on the King the ſame Day, to 
compliment him in the Name of the 
Elector Palatine, upon his ſaſe Arri- 
val in Germany. 


From the Hague : That an End 
had been put to the Diſpute about 
the Succeſſion to the Eſtate of the 
late King J/i//iam III. which could 
not be terininated fince the Death of 
that Prince, between the King, of 
Pruſſia, Father and Son, and the 
Prince of Naſſau Orange. This was 
brought about by Mefl. Lincius and 
Duncan, Counſellors reſpectively to 
the King and the Prince. 


From Ratisbon : That the Perſecu- 
tion of the Proteſtants in Saltzburgh 
ſtill continues with great Rigour, eſ- 
pecially with regard to the Children 
of the Refugees, whom they detain 
againſt the Will of their Parents; or, 
at leaſt, let none depart till after ſe- 
vere Treatment. 12000 of theſe 
poor Refugees have at different Times 
pals'd by Ausburs, and 4000 more 
were ſoon expected. |

a firm and a laſting Foundation ; made the 
following Motion:

propoſed, and therefore ſeconded the Motion. 
Sir N I - ſaid, he ſhould join 
with all his Heart in an Addreſs of Thanks to 
his Majeſty for his moſt gracious Speech from 
the Throne; but could nct agree with deſcend- 
ing ſo far into Particulars as were contained in 
the Motion. That the Treaties upon which it 
was pretended the Tranquillity of Europe, and

That 
we had indted of late Vers fallen into a 
Cuſtom of complimenting the Throne upon 
every fach Occahion with long Addreſſes, and 
this Cuſtom had been followed fo long, that he

Sir W--m W-----m was againſt addreſſing 
his Majeſty, in the Terms propoſed ; becauie 
though every Thing may now be well ſettled, 
yet he could not think our Conduct had in 
every Reſpect been right, or that the Intereſt 
of this Nation had been by his Majefty's Mi- 
nĩ ſters, principally and ſteadily purſued, ' At 
one Time we were frightened out of our Wits 
with Apprehenſions of the Pretender, and that 
without any Reaſon that he could ſez. Then 
Don Carks was made ſuch a Giant of, that he, 
that Infant, was to ſwallow up all the Powers 
of Europe ; at that Time we ſued to France for 
an Alliance, by which we putit in their Power 
to commence a War whenever they plead. 
Some Time after we ſhook of all Fears of the 
Preterder, Don Carlos was again diminiſhed to 
an ordinary Size, and then we began to bully 
France, as much as we had courted it before. 
On the other Hand, the Imperial Court have 
ated with Steadineſs and Prudence; and 
thereby, at laſt brought us totheir own Terms; 
whereas we have been obliged in ſome Manner 
to comply with the Demands of almoſt every 
Power we have treated with; and if by ſuch 
Means we have 2t laſt got off tolerably, we 
have been like a Man in a Room, who wants 
to ger out, and tho the Door be open, and a 
clear Way to it, yet he ſtalks round the Room, 
breaks his Shins over a Stool, tumbles over a 
Chair, and at laſt, tumbling over every Thing 
in hs Way, by Chance finds the Door and 
gets out, after abundance of needleſs Trouble 
and unneceſſary Danger. 

Mr. O-----p wift'd he could have heard that 
the late new Works at Dunkirk had been en- 
tirely razed ; that we had received a full Satis- 
faction for the many Depredations of the Spa- 
mards ; and faid, he ſhould be glad to fee 
mne Care taken in arming the Country, and 
diſciplining the Militia He thought it was 
a Scandal to the Nation, to appear ſo much 
frightened at the late marching of a few French 
Troops down to the Coaſts of France next to 
us; and hoped this Nation would never be 
brought fo low, as to have nothing to truſt to 
tor their Defence, but their Standing Army. 
Whenever we are threatened with an Invaſion, 
our Safety and our Barrier next to our Fleet 
muſt depend upon our Militia.” And if they 
once loſe the Uſe of Arms, an Enemy that 
can either by Cunning or Accident eſcape our 
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Fleet, may land with little Danger, and do 
much Miſchief before a ſufficient Numb.r of 
regular Forcis can be brought together to op- 
poſe them. Conſidering how the Proteſtants in 
Germany have been oppreſs'd by the preſent Im- 
perial Family, he could have wiſhed to have 
heard ſome Care had been taken of them in the 
Treaty lately made with the Emperor; but as 
the Datch had not yet acceded to that Treaty, 
he hoped ſome Care may as yet be taken of 
thoſe poor People: He was pleaſed to find, we 
were not ſo cloſely united to France as former- 
ly ; having generally obſerved, that when two

Mr. H---- {e anſwer' d ſome of the Ob- 
jections made to our late Conduct. He ſaid 
he knew the entering into the Guaranty of the 
Progmatick Sanctian was propoſed ſome Years 
ago: But, it was then propoſed in degmaticle 
and poſitive Terms, and without offering the 
leaſt Confideration to this Nation. Beſides, 
there was then Reaſon to fear that Don Caries 
was fix'd upon by the Imperial Court as a Suc- 
ceſſor to his Imperial Majeſty; and it was 
againſt the Intereſt of this Nation, to contri- 
bute to the eſtabliſhing of a Perſon ig the ſole 
Poſſeſſion of all the Auftrian Dominions, who , 
was by the Quadruple Alliance to have ſuch large 
Dominions in Italy, and had by his Birth fo 
near a Proſpect to the Crown of Spain, and at 
that Time alſo a very near Proſpett to the 
This Guaranty was again 
offered when the Treaty of Seville was in Agi- 
tation, but then again it was rejected, becauſe 
the Propoſal was made only with a View to 
diſturb the Negotiations then carrying on, 
and which were ſo happily ended by the Treaty 
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of Seville, Nor can it be faid, that we have 
entered into the Guaranty too ſoon; it was our 
Interelt to do it as ſoon as poſſible, becauſe 
the Preſerving of the Imperial Dominions en- 
tire is neceſlary for preſerving the Balance of 
Power in Europ:; If we had delayed till the 
Emperor's Death, it would then have been too 
hate. Europe would have been in Flames, 
and the 4utrian Dominions divided be fore we 
could have done any Thing. We ought per- 
haps to have gone into it ſooner, becauſe of the 
fatal Conſequences that might have enſued, if 
the Emperor had dropt off; but we could not 
do it till the Imperial Court agreed to give Sa- 
tisſaction to Spain as to the Dominions pro- 
yided for Den Carlis in Italy by the Quadruple 
Alliance; to the Dutch as to the particular 
© Dilputes between the Enpire and them; and 
to the Durch and us as to the C end Company; 
and al! this his Majeſty by his wite end ſteady 
Meaſures has at laſt procurcd. 

It is the Intereſt of this Nation, as well as 
of almoſt every one of the other Nations of 
Furipe, to preterve the Dominions of the 


Aas Family entire: It is the Intereſt of C 


this Nation, that the Dutchies of Tuſcany, 
Parma and Placenta ſhould never be poiſeis d 
by Germany, France or Spain : It is the In- 
tereſt of this Nation to have the EA India 
Trade from Ofi:nd dernolithed ; and this Na- 
tion is particularly intereſted in rhe preſerving 
of Gibraltar and Prir-maben, and at the fame 
Time in cultivating a good Friendſhip with 
Spain, In every one of theſe Points we have 
obtained all that we couid expect or deſire; and 
all this without any mean Compliance on ovr 
Part. How can it then be (4id that neither 
the Honour nor Intereſt of this Nation has 
been regarded in cur Negotiations, or that we 
Have comply d with every one in their Turn? 

The only View that France had, or at leaſt 
owned, was to preſerve the publick Tranquil- 
lity, and to fee the Terms of the Quadruple 
Allimnce complied with: If theſe Hoints were 
brought to a — ITue, it was all the French 
had to demand, and as both are accompliſhed 
by the Treaty of enn, the French Court 
Have no Reaſun to comphein; fo tor otherways, 
that they haye declared they art fully ſatisfied: 
Ard as for cur taking an Alarm at the March 
of ſome of their "Troops towards the Coaſts of 
France oppotite to England, it proceeded only 
from that prudent Jealouſy which every Na- 
Fen ought to have of all its Neighbours ; and 
the French were as much alarm'd upon our 
marching Troops down towards our Coaſts 
next to them. 

By the Treaty of 5-v.//e the Spaniards are 
to make full Satisſaction for any Loſſes of our 
Merchants by unjuſt Seizures; but as the 


wn couly not then le yetermined, oor 
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what Seizures were lawful and what not, it was

the Criminals. I was always for encouraging 
the Defign on which this C tion was at 
firſt eſtabliſhed; 1 looked on it as an Act of 
Charity, to let the Neceſſitous have Money on 
eager Terms than they could have it elſewhere: 
Money, like other 'Things, is but a Commo- 
dity, and in the Way of Dealing, the Uſe 
thereof is looked on to be worth as much as 
People can get for it ; if this Corporation let 
neceſſitous People have the Uſe of their Mo- 
ney at a cheaper Rate than any other Perſon 
would lend Money at, they were uſeful to the 
Publick, and were ſo far to be reckoned a 


| Charitable Corporation ; and if they had aſk- 


ed more than was uſually given, they could 
have had no Cuſtomers ; but the better the 
Deſign was, the more thoſe de ſerve to be pun- 
iſhed, who by their Frauds have diſappointed 
the Publick of reaping the Benefit which 
might have accrued from it. 

Sir 7— R——. $9 large a Sum could not 
have been loſt in ſo ſhort a Time, by the 
greateſt Misfortunes that could have happened, 
nor could the greateſt Miſmanagement reduce 
ſuch a Capital to nothing in fo few Years, 
without ſome Fraud at Bottom; and as Mat- 
ters now ſtand, every Man who had any 
Hand in this unlucky Affair is accuſed by the 
general Voice of the People ; and the Innocent 
ſaffer in their Charafters, as well as in their 
Eftates, by the Frauds of the Guilty. As the 
Capitel Stock was divided among a great Num- 
ber of Proprietors, the Sufferers muſt be very 
numerous, and a great many quite undone z tis 
enough to move the Compaſſion of any Man, 
to think that Gentlemen and Ladies, bred to 
an affluent Fortune, ſhould thus at once be re- 


duced to Miſery and Starving, merely by the 


Power with which it is by our Con- C 


Frauds or the Neglect of thoſe, to whom they 
had entruſted the Management of their E- 
ſtates : This Caſe, Sr, deſerves to be enquir- 
ed into in an extraordinary Manner; ſuch in- 
nocent Sufterers deſerve the moſt ſpeedy Re- 
dreſs that the Juſtice of this Nation can admit 
of; it would be Cruelty to leave it to the 
ordinary Forms, or to ſubject it to the long 
Delays that neceſſarily attend the ordinary 
Courle of Juſtice, Three Things muſt come 
under our Conſideration in the preſent Caſe : 
1. We muſt endeavour to relieve, as much as 
poſſible, the unlucky Sufferers in this Affair. 
2. We muſt endeavour to diſcover thoſe who 
are really guilty, and puniſh them as ſeverely 
as their Crimes deſerve. And, 3. We muſt 


B endeavour to vindicate the Characters of the 


Innocent, who at preſent ſuffer by being blend- 
ed with the Guilty. And this Petition ought 
nat only to be reterred to a Committee, but 
to 2 ſelect Committee of a certain Number 


of Members to be choſe by Ballot, which 


ought to be a Committee of Secrecy. 

Cap—n /——n agreed in every Thing to 
what Sir Th----: had moved for, except as to 
the Committee's being a Committee of Secre- 
cy; in which he-was ſeconded by Mr. H---s 
who ſaid, That a Publick Committee would 
be more for the Purpoſe, becauſe he and every. 
other Member who could give them 2ny In- 
formation, could then attend, and know what 
they were about, by which they would learn 
how to aſſiſt the Committee in making Diſ- 
coveries. As to the Management, one Fact 
appeared to him ſomething extraordinary: He 
had diſcovered, that at one Time there were 
Bonds or Notes of that Corporation ifſued out 
to the Value of about 120,000 J. about which 
Time the York Buildings Stock roſe from 18 
or 19 to 36, or thereabout, per Cerr. This 
ſudden Riſe, he believed w2s principally owing 
to the Bonds and Notes of the Charitable Car- 
poration, which at that Time went about cur» 
rent, and in great Plenty in Change Alley. 

Sir R- S and D---: B---d faid, As 
they had the Misfortune to be named as Ma- 
nagers of that Corporation, they thought them- 
ſelves obliged to ſay ſomething upan. the pre- 
ſent Occaſion ; they were both very confidera- 
ble Proprietors, and conſequently very great 


F Sufferers ; but tho' they had been named as 


Managers, yet they were but ſeldom there, 
and knew very little of what was done. 

Sir A-----4 G-----t faid, As be likewiſe 
had had the Misfortune to be a Manager, he 
thought himſelf obliged to ſay ſomerhing to 
the Affair; that he was alſo a very confidera- 
ble Proprietor, had no leſs than 1500 Shares 


G of their Capital in his own Right, which had 


coſt him above 8000“. That he was very 
willing the Management ſhould be enquired in» 


to, becauſe he hoped the Fraudulent would 


thereby be diſtinguiſhed from thoſe who had 
been impoſed upon · 
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Several ſpoke for the Committee's being a 
Secret Committee, becauſe it bad been always 
obſerved, that fuch Committees made the 
moſt narrow and ſpeedy Enquiry into Affairs: 
If every Member had a Liberty of coming 
there, it would occaſion ſo many Delays, that 
it would be f for the Houſe to give 
any Relief tothe Sufferers, durirg that Seflion'of 
Parliament ; and its being a Committee of Se- 
crecy, could not be any Loſs as to their getting 
all poſſible information from the other Mem- 
bers ; it was to be preſumed, that every Mem- 
ber that could make any Diſcovery of Conſe- 
quence, would immediately give Information 
to ſome of the Gentlemen of the Committee. 

At laſt the Houſe came to the following 
Refoluticns without any Diviſion or Oppoſi- 
tion, wiz. 1ſt, That the Petition be referred 
to the Conſideration of a Committee. 2d, 
That the Number of the Commitee be 21. 
39, That the Committee be choſen by Way of 
bailb!ting. Then the Motion was made, and 
the Queſtion put, That the Commit:ee be a 
Committee of Secrecy. Upon which the 
Haovſe came to a Divifion, and it was carried 
in the Negative, 212 againſt 132.

Then it was ordered without a Diviſion,

and the Amendments made by the Committee 
agreed to, the Bill with the Amendments was 
ordered to be engrolied. | 

On the 21, this famous Bill was read the 
third Time, and a Motion of Courſe made for 
its being paiied, which again renewed the 
D-bates : But at laſt the Queſtion was put, 
and carried in the Affirmative, 207 to 135. _ 

The Right Hon. Gentleman who made the 
above Motion, introduced it with a Speech to 
the following Efiect. 

Sir R— W. le. Mr. Speaker, Sir, As 
there is nothing his Majeſty has more at 
Heart than the Eaſc of his Subjects; ſo when- 
ever he is mceſſarily obliged to defire Aſſiſtance 
from them, he defires they would chooſe thoſe 
Ways for railing the annual Supplies, which 
are leaſt butthenſome to the Peopie. When 
Meney is to be raiſed for the Security of all, 
he thinks every une ſhould contribute his Share, 
in Proportion to the BeneFts he is to receive. 
Purſuant to theſe his MajeRty's Inclinations, 
and to what I look upon as the moſt equitable 
Rule for raifing Contributions, I ſhall propoſe 
to this Houle, a Method of rating ſome Part 
of the Supply for this Year, which by falling 
equally on all, will be burthenſome to nome; 
and by which theſe why have ftocd the Brunt 
of the Day, and bave been cpprefied for many 
Years, may in fume Meafare be relicved. 

This, Sir, is the only View I have in my 
Propoſal. IF it is approved of, I fhall rejoice 
in having been the Author of a Meafure w hich 
I think will contribute ſo much to the Goo 
of my Country; and if it happens not to be 
approved by this Houſe, I ſhall have the Teſti- 
mony of a good Con c ence for my Comforter, ; 
for ſince 1 have only a ſincere Intention ta relieve 
my Fellow-SubjeQts, I never can have Occafian 
to repent, nor do I any Way dread thoſe Re- 
proaches, which may be unjultly thrown upon 
me, or upon the Meaſure Iam to propoſe : 1 
fear not the Enmity, and I deſpiſe the Revilings 
of thoſe who preter their own Lttle felfi 


As to the Manner, <ir, of raiſing Taxes, 
it is a certain Maxim, that that Tax which 
is the moſt equal and general, is the moſt juit, 
and the leaſt burthenſome ; where, every 
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contributes a ſmall Share, a great Sum may 
be raiſed, without any Man's being fenſible 
of what he pay* ; whereas a ſmall Sum raiſed 
on a few, I Man. Of all 
Taxes, there is not one more general, nor lefs 
felt, than that of the Duty on Salt. This is 
a Tax that every Man contributes to according 
to his Condition in Life ; if he be a poor Man, 
he contributes fo ſmall a Trifle, it will hardly 
bear a Name; if he be rich, he lives more 
luxuriouſiy, and contributes more; and if he be 
a Man of a great Eftate, he keeps a great many 
Servants, and muſt therefore contribute 2 great 
deal. On the other Hand, there is no Tax, 
more unjuſt and unequal than the Land-Tax. 
The Landholders bear but a ſmall Proportion 
to the People of this or any other Nation ; 
yet no Man contributes any the leaft Share to 
this Tax, but he that is poſſeſſed of a Land 
Eftate ; and yet it has been continued with- 
out Intermiſſion for above theſe 40 Years ; 


whereby I may venture to ſay, many a Land- 
ed Gentleman has been utterly undone. 


This Confideration, Sir, has prompted me 
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for many Years ſubject to grievous Taxes ; be- 
fides the Land-Tax, every other Tax falls at 
hft upon them with its greateſt Weight; and 
it was reaſonable for them to have expected 
from his Majeſty's moſt gracious Speech, that 
in this Seffion they would have met with ſome 
Relief; but how much ſurprized muſt they 
be, when they hear, that all the Relief pro- 
poſed is, totake off one Tax which lies heavy 
upon them only, and in its room, to lay on 
another which will lie equally heavy upon moſt 
of them, and be a moſt inſupportable Burthen 
upon every one of their Fellow - Subjects? The 
propoſing this as a Relief for the Landed Gen- 
tlemen appears to me in ſo odd a Light, that I 
can't well comprehend how it can be expected, 
that any Gentleman in England ſhould be fo 
impoſed on. We all remember how this Tax 
upon Salt came to be lately taken off: His 
Maieſty by his moſt gracious Speech only two 
Years ago ſhew:d, he was ſenſible how our 
Trade and Manufactures ſuffered by the many 
Taxes the poor Tradeſmen and Labourers were 
ſubject to; and recommended to us, the taking 


to endeavour to procure them ſome Relief, and C off ſome of them which were moſt burthen - 


for this End I hall ventnre to make this Mo- 
tion (bere be made the Mer ion ab-vementioned, 
end then went on.) If I have the good Luck 
to have this Motion of, I ſhall then 
beg Leave to move, that 12. in the Pound, and 
no more, be raiſed for this Year upon Lands; 
but if the Houſe does not agree to the Motion 
Inow make, I muſt then move for a Land Tax 
of 25. in the Pound; for ſo much will be ne- 
cellary for the current Service of the Year. I 
declare I have no other View, but to procure 
ſome Eaſe, — ſome Relief to the Landed In- 
tereſt. If this be agreed to, ſome Means may 
be fallen upon to relieve them of the Whole 
next Year 3 and I ſhall always look on it as a 
great Honour, that after a Land-Tax of 4, 3, 
or 24. at leaft in the Pound for 40 Years, it 


was at laſt reduced to 1s. when I had a Share 


in the Adminiftration of the Affairs of this 
Nation. I muſt intreat every one to confider 
how Landed Gentlemen of antient Fa- 
milies in Britain, have but ſmall Eftates, great 
Families to ſupport, and many Children to 

ide for; and how many of thoſe who have 


Eftates in Land are ſo charged with Mort- FE 


— Jointures or Rent-Charges, that 'tis 
dly poſſible for them to ſupport their Cha- 
rafter, tho" they were not to pay 1:. towards a 
Land Tax. 

Our Nobility and Gentry were once famous 
for Hoſpitality ; if the Neceſſities of State 
have obliged them fo long to abridge their Ex- 
for and contract their Manner of Living, 

us do at leaſt what is in our Power to re- 
tore them to their former State. 

This Motion being ſeconded, Mr. P/ -—-r 
fpoke as follows, Sir, I agree with the Right 
Hon. Gentleman who made the Motion, in 
thb, That the Landed Gentlemen have bern 


ſome upon the Poor; and then, Sir, it was the 
Opinion of this very Houſe, that this Tax upon 
Salt was the moſt burthenſome upon the Poor, 
and the moſt pernicious to our Trade, of all 
others. This was one of the many Reaſons 
for taking it off, and why we ſhould ſo ſud- 
denly alter our Opinion, and reſolve to grind 
the Face of the Poor, to relieve a few of the 
Rich, I cannot ſee: I fay, a few of the Rich, 
for it may be eaſily made appear, that the Re- 
lief propoſed will be none at all to the Landed 
Gentlemen of ſmall Fortunes, and even to the 


Rich it will be but a ſmall preſent Faſe, which ' 


will be attended with moſt fatal Conſequences. 
I was one of tho who inftrumental 


in getti”g this Clog on our Trade removed; I 


E hope I ſhall & & in preventing its being forced 


on us again; for if this Duty be revived, I 
deſpair of ever ſeeing it again taken off, It is 
not always 2 certain Maxim, that thoſe Taxes 
which are moſt general are leaſt burthenſome : 
On the contrary, thoſe which are laid on the 
Luxuries of Mankind are the leaft burthen- 
ſom* ; and I believe in the moſt luxurious 
Country on Earth, I am ſure as to this Coun - 
try, it cann"t be ſaid they are the moſt general: 
Aſter a Nation is brought to that woful Paſs, 
that they muſt extend their Taxes further than 
the Luxuries of their Country, thoſe which 
are raiſed with the le: Charge to the Publick, 
are the eaſieſt to the People; but in all Caſes 
particular Care ſhould be taken not to. tax 
Thines neceſſary for the very Subſi ſtence of 


G the Poor; fuch Taxes always occafion Mur- 


morings and Sedition, and in ſuch a Country 
2+ this, which ſabſiſts by Trade and Manu - 
facture, they bring inevitable Deſtruction 3; 
for they enhance the Price of all Neceſſaries, 
the Wages of the Tradeſman and Manufac- 
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turer muſt conſequently riſe high, and where 
tis ſo, the Manuſactures of that Country ne- 
ver can be fold ſocheap as thoſe of other Coun- 
tries ; this muſt at laſt deſtroy their whole 
Trade, and ſure no Landed Gentleman will 
chuſe to fave a Shilling in the Pound as to the 
Land Tax, even tho' he were to pay 


in Lieu thereof, when thereby he brings Ruin A 


upon the Trade and Manufactures of his Na- 
tive Country. 

I have, Sir, always appeared, and hope 
ever ſhall appear zealous for the preſent Royal 
Family; as a Friend to our moſt happy Con- 
ſtitution, as a faithful Subject to his Majeſty, 
I muſt declare againſt reviving this Tax ; for 
tho' the reducing of a Shilling in the Pound 
upon the Land Tax by the Revival of this 
upon the Salt, were a real Relief to the Land- 
ed Gentlemen, (which is far from being the 
Caſe) yet for one that is obliged by the former, 
there will be 99 diſobliged by the latter ; this 
muſt occaſion ſuch a general Diſſatisſaction, 
that the keeping up of a Standing Army will 
become neceſſary ; and by Experience we know 


that where the Diſaffection becomes very gene- C 


ral, even the Army is not to be depended on, 
for in ſach Caſe moſt of them would probably 
join with the Diſcontented. 

I have, Sir, as much Compaſſion as any 
Man for the Di ſtreſſes of many of our Landed 


The Salt Duty, or a conſiderable Part 
thereof, was formerly appropriated to the 
Sinking Fund; yet this Duty was but 2 Years 
ago thought ſo grieyous and ſo prejudicial to 
our Trade, that we then made no Scruple of 
encroaching a little even upon that Sacred 
Fund, to caſe the People of ſo pernicious and 
burthenſome a Tax: I am forry to ſee the 
Opinion of any Gentleman fo much altered in

One of the moſt eſſential Parts of 
our Conſtitution, as well as the ſtrong- 
eſt Bulwark of it, is that of Trials by 
Faries;z a Privilege, which the Eng- 
liſh have aſſerted and preſerved for 
ſeveral Ages, at the Ex of mach 
Blood and Treafure. "Tis this which 
ſcreens the Sma// from the Oppre ſſion 
of the Great: And our Engiifp Par- 
liaments have always been fo zealous 
in preſerving this great Jemel of Li- 
berty, that it has been eſtabliſhed and 
conhrmed by the Legiſlative Power 
near 60 Times fince the Norman 
Conqueſt. It is indeed the moſt eſ- 
ſential Privilege of Magna Charta it- 
ſelf, which is the Foundation of all 
our Liberties. 

Now, this great and fundamental 


Privilege is preſerved to the Subject g | 
- contrary to Knowledge ſhould be re- 


in all our Laws relating to the C/ 
toms, or Duties on Importation ; but 
turning the Cx/?orms into Exciſes on 
Home Conſumption, is putting the 
Trader under a Set of Officers, who
